Mr. Carabello reported that the Parks & Rec Commission would like to initiate a sign program charging for temporary 
advertising. The money would go to help parks and user group fees. Town Counsel Maher responded that the money 
would have to go to the General Fund and that current by-laws would have to be changed or deleted. Also that if it is done 
with the Town Manager as a partnership you could get around the Town Manager Act.

Chief Ryan asked the Selectmen to back this article to control the issue of motorized 
devices on sidewalks and streets. He feels the public safety risk outweighs individual 
rights. 
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Mrs. Mahon moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Article 27 Bylaw Amendment/Dog Parks 

This article asks to designate a fenced in dog area within a park. 

Mrs. Mahon moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Article 30 Amendment Bylaw/Control of Parks 

This article is to control the use of parks in bad weather. There was discussion on the 
decision-making and how it is communicated. 

Mr. Lyons moved to refer this to Town Counsel to be rewritten with more information 
and that the Board supports the insertion of this article. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Mr. Lyons asked the Town Mana^r, Mr. Sullivan, to write a letter to the Secretary of Environmental Affairs to lengthen 
the MDC rink lease by asking the legislation to allow Arlington a longer lease time. Mr. Carabello stated the Parks & Rec 
Commission would support this because of the Town’s capital investment involved.

Mrs. Dias asked Mr. Lyons for any thoughts on how to go about the miti^tion of the CSO for Arlington similar to South Boston 
beach treatment of storm water reported in a Globe editorial. 

Mr. Lyons su^ested a strategy of asking MEPA not to make a final judgement on CSO in respect to Alewife Brook, just do a 
temporary fix. Then revisit it in 3 to 4 years when the Clean Water Act and scientific argument is on the Town’s side. 

Mrs. Dias referred the matter to Mr. Sullivan to talk with Mrs. Galkowski for information then talk to town consultants and 
MEPA. 

John F. Maher Lease Termination Be Rec’d 
T own Counsel 

Mr. Maher reported that the Lahey at Symmes and the Town have been in discussion over resolution of Lahey to stay short term 
at the site. The intent is to recommend to LA.Fish that Lahey, be the medical kept on sight with the development. Arlington 
wants to encoura^ Lahey to stay short and long term. Mr. Maher also would like to have a need assessment of Arlington Health 
issues concerning the distribution of grant money between the Chapter 501CC and Lahey. 

Mr. Hurd moved receipt of correspondence. SO VOTED (5-0) 

NEW BUSINESS 

Mr. Lyons referred to Town Counsel an e-mail issue of whether and how to distribute the web-master report. 

Mr. Lyons stated that he is concerned that Article 5 or 6 will come up at the Special Town Meeting that he cannot attend. He 
believes it would be a gross mistake with the Town Manager Act. He urges Town Meeting members not to support or pass. 

Mr. Hurd reported that redistricting/consolidating the voting process is still being worked on and won’t be ready until fall 2004. 
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Changing the voting process 13 precincts to 8 or 9 will save about $20,000. 

Mr. Hurd can’t make the Snow and Ice Meeting tomorrow night please reschedule it. Mrs. Mahon will contact Mrs. Krepelka to 
reschedule. 

Mr. Greeley invited all citizens and Town Meeting members to a reception to meet the new Town Mana^r, Mr. Sullivan, 
Wednesday February 25**’ at 7:00PM in the Selectmen’s Hearing Room before the Special Town Meeting. 

Mr. Greeley announced that February 26**’ at the Symmes Hospital cafeteria I.A.Fish will conduct a hearing to listen to public 
concerns. 

Mr. Greeley wants to put LA.Fish on the Selectmen’s agenda for March 15**’ for a 15-minute presentation on Symmes.

Mrs. Mahon congratulated the Fire Department on their work on the Bartlett Ave fire. She asked Mr. Sullivan to look into the 
Fire bud^t, which is $120,000 short and investi^te where money can come from to keep all the firefi^ters-she is opposed to 
laying off any firefighters.
